-». The manzer of the Scituation of Great Yarmouth, and of its Trade and . 
Ewildings, JCELOTT 8 Ea pry 
wW Ithin a mile, on the Eaſt of the Town, is the Main Ocean 'on the North-Weſt, the River

Brayden ; where three Rivers (-IWavenee, which parts/tHe Countics of Norfolk, and Swffolk3 

Lare, which runs thorow the City of Norwich 3 the Bare, which comes from the North- 
parts of Norfolk, ) meet : from whence this River falls Eaſt and by South 3 and betore it runs into the 
Scz, continues its courſe on the Key of Yarmouth. By theſe Rivers, to the Land-ward, all the Country- 
GroweHs and Manufactures are with little charge brought to Turmonth: and up thele ſtreams, theſe 
Countrics are furniſhed with Forrein and Domeſtick Commodities at reaſonable Rates , by reaſon the 
Flux of the Sea doth make the current into the Couttitry almolt equal with the current out of the Country. 

As the Town is naturally ſcituated with theſe advantages for the Trade of theſe Countries, above any 
of the Eaſtcrn Coait : ſo it lies in the ſame Latitude as Amſterdam 3 and by conſequence, more conveni- 
ent then any other Town on the Ealtern Coaſt of England tor dhe Trade of the United Netherlands and 
Flanders , and almoſt equal with Hull and Newcaſtle for the Trade of Hamborough, the Hance-Towns, the 
Baltick, and Norway. It is moreover inriched above any Town in Eng/and , or perhaps in the World, 
with a yearly Revenue of the Fiſhing-trade 3 which if it were managed and improved to the beft ad+ 
vantage, might far exceed the Dwutch Fiſhing. trade. But this for many years, by realon of this Towns 
appropriating the Trade toa few hands, hath both rendred this Trade uſeleſs to the reſt of this Nation, 
belides the Free-men of Tarmouth, who have not Veſſels enough to maintain the ſame z and have by this 
means given the Datch an opportunity of being the greateſt gainers by it , who have for many years 
laſt paſt brought over their Buſſes, and other Fiſhing Veſſels , and have taken the Herrings on this 
Coalt , and brought the ſame into Tarmonth , and fold the ſame to them for ready money 3 which 
money might as well have been got by our ſelves, and kept at home. 

This p'ace, although fo naturally and advantagiouſly ſeated for Trade , yet it is no way conveniently 
built for it : the back-part thercot being ſo narrowly built in Lanes and Rows, as that there can be no 
accels made toit , but by Barrows, uſed no where in Exglaxd but in this place , and for this reaſon on- 
ly. Beſides, the houſcs are built fo low, as alſo being ſtraightned for Warehoule-room , they cannot re- 
ccive ſuch quantitics of Merchandiſe as their Trade is capable of. And although the houſes to the Key 
are fair and wcll built, yet they are not of (ufficient capacity to entertain the fourth part of ſuch Mer- 
chants as might trade upoa the account of this Harbour 3 neither have they, the conveniencies of freſh. 
watcr. Notwithſtanding which, by reaſon of the advantages aforcſaid, they have and do flouriſh in 
Trade above any Town in England, but London and Briſtel 3 which they are able todo upon their own 
account, without any dependency on any other places 


The & cituation of Little Yarmouth, and Priviledges granted by bis Majeſty, the 
King of England, to his own Subjets, and the Subjedts of Holland. 


He Town of Little Tarmouth , heretofore called Soxth-Town, was an Incorporate Town before 
Great Tarmonth , and did enj"y {cveral priviledges, as the lading and unlading Merchandiſe, and of 
exporting and importing all kinde of Merchandiſe 3 which made the ſaid Town in a very flouriſhing 
conditicr, But che Town of Great Tarmonth , by their much greater power , procured ſeveral Grants 
and 1.<::75 Patents, upon ſome plauſible and (pecious pretences , whereby they appropriated to the Free» . 
men of Grezt Tarmouth, the Monopoly of Lading and Unlading all ſorts of Merchandiſe within {8 
miles of Great Yarmouth; which occalioned the ſaid Town in a ſhort time to decay, and to be forſaltet 
by ber lahabitants. But (oit is, that it hath pleaſed the King, by an Ad of Parliament , made in the 
ſixteenth and ſeventeenth year of his Reign, intituled, An AG for ſetling of differences between the ſaid Towns, - 
gouching the Lading and Unlading of Herrings, and other Merchandiſe*xs alſo-his Majeſty, by his Lett 
= Patents tated tfWtenth off Febranyry is the twen year” of his RT which is-pranted and \ 
Tonfirmed to thoſe , which are or ſhall be Inhabititsof Little Tarmozth , their Ancient Friviledges 5 
and that any perſons, by inhabiting there, arc to emjoy all the Ancient Priviledges of this place , and ta 
be equal partakcrs of all the Privilcdges granted to the Free-men of Great Tarmonth 3 and are, by theix 
inhabiting there, Free-men of both Towas : which Frecdom is rated by the Free-men of Great Tars 
mouth, at 30 l. 4ol. or 501. 2 P ' 4 "$1. 
His Majelty hath by his Gracious D:claration, bearing date the twelfth day of Fane, 1672+ granted 
to the Subjects of the United Provinces of the Low-Comntries, as followeth :; 
Firlt, That all ſich Subjects, of what Profeſion, Rank or Condition ſoever, ſhall have leave to tranſport 
themſilvesto what part of Eogland they pleaſe, in wbat Ships they will, without any,ſeiſure or moleſts1igit« 
Secondly, That all ſach perſons arrivel ix England, ſhall be free i their Eftates aud Perſons , with li- 
berty to ſettle themſilver and Families where they pleaſe , and have Liberty of Conſcience , as to matters in 
Religiun 3 and t9 enjoy all Priviledges of bis own Subjefls , and to pay no more Duties or Cuſtoms thett bis .

Thirdly, That bis Majeſty at next Seſſions of Parliament will Naturalize them , their Children, and Ser- 
vants » and are immediately made Denizeus of England, without charge or trouble» « 
Fourthly , All the## Ships, Boats, Buſſes, and other Veſſels, ſhall be accounted as Engliſh-built, 'and enjoy 
the ſame Priviledg.s in Trade and Cuſtoms, | 
Fitchly , All Dutch Seamen, Marriners, Fiſher-men, Shipwrights, Carpenters, and othe Artificers relating 
to Shipping, or Sea- Affairs, ſhall be and remain free and exempt from any Preſs. [ 
Sixthly , That his Majeſty will grant free P aſſes and Convoys to all Perſons, Familiet , and ther Goods, 
as ſhall tranſport themſelves. F ; 
This place, as it's Staked out to be Built, is far more convenient for Trade then Great Yarmonth , /in 
xe(pe& of its Uniformity , and lyirg upon the Haven, and for the conveniencics of wide Streets and 
Lanes for Carriages 3 and for that there is ſuch a depth allowed to every houſe, and freſh water. 


The Proprietors in the ſaid ground do propeſs to all ſuchof the Engliſh and Dutch - 
Nation as are willing to build upon the ſaid Ground ſo Staked out , that they © 
Ubalf have and enjoy the ſame wm theſe Conditions following : 
Foke foot in front for that ground which frapts the Key, 2 5. 6 d. per annum. 
For each foot in front which fronts the New (treet, with the Back-ſide towards the Key, 2 5. per ans 
For each foot in tront on the other {ide the New ſtreet, 1 5. $ 4. per an. 
Note, Every toot in front , hath 100 foot in depth allowed to the ſame z, aud that any Undertaker * 
may have what front may beſt (uit with his occafions. WM 
The Proprietors of the Ground are contented to.Leaſe out the ſame for 40 years, or five Lives ati 
if allowance be made, for any longer term, or larger citate therein. The firlt year they are to enjoy & *
